Banddpadhyaya, Executive Chairperson, Institute for Social Development and 
former Secretary to the Government of India to review the work of HAS, 
Shimla, to hold enquiry into the affairs thereof and to report thereon. 


2. Shri D. Bandopadhyaya will submit report to the Government of India 
within a period of six months. The terms of reference of the Review will be as 
under: 

(i) review the administrative and financial functioning of the 
Institute in relation to aims and objectives as laid down in Its 
Memorandum of Association (MOA) and Rules and Bye-Laws; 

(ii) probe into sanctioning of fellowships during the last three years 
and in particular, the sudden and unusual increase in the number 
of fellowships sanctioned; 

(iii) probe into seminars organised / subsidised by the Institute during 
the last 3 years; 

(iv) probe into complaints / issues which are pending or could be 
receive^ or referred by the Ministry about the functioning of the 
Institute; 


(v) consult eminent academicians on any matter under review, if 
need be; and 



(vi) make such recommendations and suggest remedial measures as 
are necessary to improve the functioning of the Institute and 
ensure its autonomy.

3. The secretarial assistance to the Review Committee shall be arranged by 
the Indian Institute of Advanced Study, Shimla. 

4. Shri D Bandqpadhyaya, former Secretary to the Government of India, 
who shall undertake the review may be entitled to the same perquisites and 
facilities as are admissfbte to a Secretary to the Government, Normal TA/pA, 
as per rules, shall be paid to the Member of the Review Committee and its 
secretarial staff by Indian Institute of Advanced Study, Shimla. 

5. Chairman, Director and all officials of HAS, Shimla will provide necessary 
records, documents, information to the Review Committee arid fully cooperate 
with it during the process of review and preparation of report.
